The recent decision of Judge Carter, con- 
cerning the, legal interpretation of the Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth Amendments, places all 
Citizens—whit* men. negroe* and women,— 
on the same level as to the right of suffrage. 
On the relation ofKouileenlh Amendment 
«o women be says: "In giving expression 
to ray own judgment, this clause does ad- 
vance them lo full citizenship, and clothea 
them with tho capacity to become voters. 
The provision ends wilh the declaration ol 
their citizenship. It is a. constitutional pro- 
vision that does not eiecute itEeli'. It la tho 
creation of a constitutional condition that 
requires the supervention of legislative pow- 
er iu the oxercise of legislative discretion lo 
give it eflect. The constitutional capability 
of becoming a voter created by this Amend- 
ment lies dor man 1,13 in lh« case of an infant, 
until nade effective by legislative action. 
Congress, thelegislaUvo'powerofthis juris- 
diction, as yet, has not seen fit to carry the 
inchoate right Into effect, as is apparent in 
the law regulating tha franchise of this DIv^ 
Wet. 
When that shall have been done, it 
will be the pleasure ot this court to adminis- 
ter the law as they find it. Until this shall 
be done, the consideration of fitness andnn- 
ataeM, merit and demerit,are considerations 
for the law-making power."

promising to him. But when a scientific in- 
vestigator like Agastlz confidently maintains 
a theory, it is safe to assume lhat he is not 
wide of his mark. Reasoning from tbs sound 
bails of established facts, ha has never pro- 
pounded a theory without being able lo pro- 
duce atrong evidence to sustain jt, and every 
undertaking In which ho has been engaged 
has been conducted wilh snch extraordinary 
energy and such perfect knowledge of the 
subject in hand, thathehas earned Hit right 
to prophesy. It Is no moro difficult for him 
let foretell the discoveries ho expects lo make 
in his deep-seaiounaing9,thanit;was to con- 
struct tie model oi au extinct fish from a 
single fossil scale. He expects to find in tho 
ocean, at depths which neither hook nor 
net has reached, living organisms that have 
not yet been described, end to establish their 
Identity with genera long supposed to ha 
extinct. He proposesalso to obtain positive 
data ou Iho qneition of tho greatest depth at 
which fishes can live, and to traco the differ- 
ences between tho deep-sea fauna of the 
northern and southern hemispheres, wilh 
incidental applications of his favorite theory 
of glacial action. The period ofa«ven years 
which Agassiz devoted to tho Bludy of fossil 
fishes in Europe, his exploration of Lake 
Superior In ISIS, his examination of the 
Florida Reefs in 1S30, and his later discover- 
ies In Brazil, added ranch to the world's 
knowledge, and now, in his old age,he sets 
out bravely upon an expedition which 
exceeds aU the rest in Its promise of brilliant 
resulls.—[N. Y.CommercIal Advertiser.
